our fame comes from our uni- 
queness in cultivation. Our 
machines are sometimes as- 
tounding to visitors and non- 
agricultural people. Another 
facet of our unique ways is a 
group of Osceola Center resi- 
dents who are farm workers 
known as "Philippine Boys.” 

These men perform back- 
breaking toil in the fields with’ 
ease using a short handed hoe 
barely 14 inches long. They thin 
lettuce, escarole, romaine, en- 
dive, chicory and other crops 
to about one plant per foot with 
the hoe in their right hand and 
finish the job with the bare left 

jhand. 
j Both hands work fast ‘at the 
|same time as the team moves 
| rhythmically down the long 
‘rows. It sounds simple, but, did 
you ever try two independent 
hand operations and an all-day 
‘stoop at the same time? 

Tn six or seven hours the team 
hoes four miles per man or a 
team e^uivalent to a row 36 
miles long. 

Most of these men have done 
this work for 20 years or more. 
Two of them are over 60 years 
old. Alex at 64 years is the 
oldest and he is one of the fast- 
est.
